HOW COME the issue had to be 
answered now? 

Michigan voters have just been 
through a very tough exercise at 
the polls when called upon to 
decide the fate of five proposed 
constitutional amendments, the 
most contentious of which cen- 
tered on outlawing Right to Work 
as part of our state constitution. 

Tens of millions of dotlars were 
spent during the campaign trying 
to convince voters one way or the 
other, with unions and Democrats 
pushing for Proposal No. 2, and 
business and Republicans pushing 
against it. 

The proposal lost, and so did 
labor-Democrat hopes of outiaw- 
ing Right to Work and embedding 
union rights in the state constitu- 
tion. 

Having scored a large victory at

ing the Democratic-labor proposed 
amendments, Right to Work forces 
must have decided now was the 
time to solidify their position ... to 
strike while the iron still steamed. 

Only a month later, Republicans 
dragged out the question again, 
this time to establish Right to 
Work as a state law, and using 
what has become the standard 
Republican method of adopting 
laws in Michigan.

THE SYSTEM HAS worked 
like this, as far as I can tell by 
looking at how laws have been 
made these days: 

Legislative leaders, along with 
the’ governor, decide on a course of 
action, get everything lined up 
behind closed doors, nail down 
enough party support to assure 
adoption, then dump the package 
on the floor of house or senate, and 
secure passage in the minimum 
time required by legislative rules.

they can proceed to completion in 
whichever chamber has the clearer 
road. 

Committee hearings? Public 
input?

That’s what happened in the 
lame duck session with the Right 
to Work legislation, as it has hap- 
pened to taxes, budget items, 
spending cuts, and most other sig- 
nificant legislation since Gov. Rick 
Snyder and Republican majorities 
in state house and senate have 
been in charge. 

The system has been efficient, 
but avoids the fresh air that more 
public involvement could produce.

More effective ways to handle 
the state’s role in helping cities 
and school districts avert bank- 
ruptey are up in the air.

So does estab- 
lishing a state Health Exchange 
program. 

The bitterness, animosity, 
extreme partisanship and promises 
of payback created by considera- 
tion of Right to Work could be a 
long time in healing. 

The wise course for this year’s 
lame ducks would be to lock up 
and go home, before any more 
damage can be done. 

There’s always next year.

In addition, de-icers that are 
used to clear roadways, 
sidewalks and driveways 
can cause a lot of irritation 
to their paws. Worse, pets 
can become ill if they lick 
these chemicals off of their 
feet, Prevent these issues by 
rinsing and/or wiping your 
pet’s feet when they come 
in from being outdoors. If 
possible, purchase pet-safe 


* Pets need to have fresh 
water at all times. If you 
leave water outside for your 
pets, be sure it is does not 
freeze. 

* Outdoors on cold days, 
animals may seek shelter 
near something warm like a 
car engine. If an animal is 
near the engine when the 
car is started, serious injury 
can OCCUr. 

* Starting a car to warm it 
up in a garage will trap car- 
bon monoxide. It can only

The 2012 muzzleloader 
season in Zone 2 (northern 
Lower Peninsula) runs from 
Dec, 14-23. 

Hunters must possess 
appropriate licenses. Hither 
a firearm deer license or 
combination deer license is 
required to take an antlered 
buck. An antlerless deer 
license is required to take 
antlerless deer. Antler point 
restrictions and baiting 
restrictions that applied in 
earlier seasons remain in 
effect. 

Only hunters with a certi- 
fied disability may use a 
crossbow or a modified bow 
during the muzzleloader 
season in the Upper 
Peninsula. This restriction 
applies to the Upper 
Peninsula only. 

All deer hunters are

Natural Resources 
announced that starting 
Dec. 7, residents in the 


Upper Peninsula and the 
northern Lower Peninsula 
who call the DNR’s toll- 
free number to check if 
burn permits are being 
issued will be connected 
with a new, automated, 
interactive voice-recogni- 
tion system. 

Bill O'Neill, chief of the 
DNR’s Forest Resources 
Division, said the cost-sav- 
ing system allows users to 
identify their burning loca- 
lion through speech = or 
iouch-tone entries. The 
information — will be 
processed, and if conditions 
are favorable, burn permit 
issuance will be confirmed. 
The automated system will 
also inform callers if any 
burn restrictions are in 
place for that day. 

“The new system will 
speed up the permit 
process, yet continue to 
provide users the guidance 
needed to complete their 
burns safely,” said O’ Neill, 
who also serves as. state 
forester. “The savings from 
this switch allow us to 
channel much-needed 
funding into programs that 
are necessary to keep our 
forests healthy, viable and 
attractive to residents and 
visitors alike. We'd like to 
thank those who loyally use 
our online and telephone 
burn permit systems to 
ensure they are conducting 
safe burns.” 

Residents are required to 
check if the DNR is issuing 


burn permits before con- 
ducting any open burning — 
recreational campfires and 
fires used for cooking are 
the exceptions to this rule. 

Paul Kollmeyer, DNR 
fire prevention specialist, 
said burn permits are espe- 
cially important with resi- 


dents doing final yard 
cleanup before heavy 
snowfall. 


“Burning yard debris 
requires more than a rake 
and a match,” Kollmeyer 
said. “Carelessness remains 
the leading cause of wild- 
fires in Michigan, which is 
why precautions need to be 
taken. Ensuring that burn 
permits are being issued 
before you light a fire is a 
quick, easy and free 
process that can prevent 
fires from escaping if burn 
restrictions are in place.” 

The DNR_ encourages 
residents with Internet 
access to visit www.michi- 
gan.gov/burnpermit to get 
their burn permits online. 
Residents can use the inter- 
active map to find the burn 
conditions in their area. If a 
“yes” is shown in the 
“burning permits issued” 
column, burning is allowed 
for that day. There is no 
need to print anything; this 
serves as a burn permit. For 
those who prefer to get 
their burn permits by 
phone, the DNR’s toll-free 
burn permit number is 866- 
922-2876.

LANSING - U.S. gradu- 
ate schools saw a 1.7 percent 
dip in enrollments of first- 
time students between fall 
2010 and fall 2011, marking 
the second consecutive year 
of slight decreases, accord- 
ing tO a recent national 
report. 

The main reasons for the 
decline can be attributed to 
the economic cycle and pol- 
icy changes, 

Overall, according to the 
survey, more than 441,000 
students began graduate 
studies in fall 2011. First- 
time enrollment in master’s 
and certificate programs 
declined 2.1 percent, while 
doctoral programs cnrolled 
0.5 percent more new stu- 
dents. 

According to the 
Presidents Council, State 
Universities of Michigan, 
67,711 graduate students are 
enrolled in 15 public univer- 
sities in the state, which is a 
slight decrease of 0.8 per- 
cent compared to last year. 
Nine of the 15 universities 
had fewer graduate students 

At Central Michigan 
University (CMU) for exam- 
ple, more than 1,800 gradu- 
ate students enrolled last 
year, about 45 fewer than in 
fall 2011. 

Patricia Farrell, director of 
university outreach and poli- 
cy research at the Presidents 
Council, said many enroll- 
ment changes are caused by 
the economic cycle and state 
or federal poticies. 

“For example, when the 
No Child Left Behind pro- 
gram was tnplemented, 
teachers needed advanced 
degrees, so colleges of edu- 
cation were overflowing, but 
now these colleges are see- 
ing low graduate enroll- 
ments due to new federal 
and state policies on differ- 
ent degree requirements that 
teachers need.” 


Two more examples of 


graduate fields affected by 
the economy are enginecr- 
ing and business.

“A few years ago, when 
we had the automobile man- 
ufacturing downturn, the 
automakers quit sending 
their engineers back to col- 
lege for advanced degrees, 
sO some universities with 
expertise in engineering saw 
lower enroliments,” Farrell 
said 

Farrell said enrollments at 
graduate schools influence 
the local economy but it is 
more likely that regional 
institutions such as CMU 
will take a hit versus schools 
like Michigan State 


University, University of 


Michigan and Wayne State 
University. 

“Regional institutions are 
keys to the local and state 
economy. Schools like MSU 
and U of M educate more 
graduates who leave the 
state or return to their home 
country,” she said. 

The report shows that 
business and education saw 
the largest increases in 
admissions offers. Strong 
gains were also seen in 
social sciences and psychol- 


ogy. 
Wei Zhou, director of the 
Office of Institutional 


Research and Planning at 
CMU, said that there are 
currently 563 international 
students with 90-95 percent 
of them in graduate pro- 
grams. Most are from China. 

Zhou said that number is 
smaller than the previous 
year and in the long run, the 
lack of international stu- 
dents does influence the 
school. 

“A 4 percent decrease 
doesn’t matter, bul we are 
now looking for more inter- 
national students because 
the in-state market is satu- 
rated and Michigan’s popu- 
lation is declining. So we 
have to reach out to both out 
of state and foreign coun- 
tries,” she said. 

Farrell said, “Internationa! 
students will have more eco- 
nomic impacts because most 
of them pay out-of-state 
tuition, which give universi- 


ties more revenue. And their

housing, auto and health 
care also influence the local 
economy, 

However, Debra Stewart, 
the president of the national 
Council of Graduate 
Schools based in 
Washington, D.C., said that 
2012’s growth of interna- 
tional applications remains 
uncertain. The council did 
the study. 

“Given the current global 
economy and increasing 
global competition for tal- 
ent, we must continue our 
efforts to attract students 
from countries where num- 
bers of student applicants 
are slowing, as well as those 
such as Brazil and China, 
where there is renewed 
momentum to pursue gradu- 
ate study in the U.S,” she 
said 

Based on the study, inter- 
est in pursuing graduate 
degrees remains high and 
continues to grow despite 
the overall decline in first- 
time enrollments. 

The report showed a 4.3 
percent bump in applica- 
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Number of graduate students dips in Michigan jfggd 


tions between fall 2010 and 
fall 2011. Institutions that 
participated in the annual 
survey reported nearly 1.88 
million graduate applica- 
tions across all fields of 
study. 

Engineering, business and 
social and behavioral sci- 
ences accounted for the 
largest numbers of graduate 
applications, 

Stewart observed that the 
gap between growing appli- 
cations and dropping enroll- 
ments should be seen as a 
call to action. 

“Graduate education is a 
cornerstone of a thriving, 
highly-skilled workforce, 
and a graduate degree holds 
out lifetime benefits for indi- 
vidual students, 

“While the 1.7 percent 
decrease in first-time enroll- 
ment is not dramatic, the 
fact that we are now in the 
second year of reversed 
growth is a sign that we 
must respond with strong 
investments in graduate pro- 
grams and student funding,” 
she said.

LANSING — Proposed 
changes to Michigan’s alco- 
hol licensing regulations 
have some residents up in 
arms, but supporters say 
those in the business of sell- 
ing booze could benefit from 
looser requirements. 

The Office of Regulatory 
Reinvention’s Liquor 
Control! Advisory Rules 
Committee has recommend- 
ed changes to the Liquor 
Control Commission — in 
hopes of making regulations 
more business-friendly and 
easier to comply with. 

The committee of business 


owners and citizens is part of 


the Department of Licensing 
and Regulatory Affairs and 
was created to address dis- 
crepancies between an aging 
framework of liquor control 
and the realities of modern 
sales and consumption, said 
Phil Hendges, an attorney 
with the Office of 


Regulatory Reinvention. 

One aspect of the plan 
would Jet more gas stalions 
and convenience stores sell 
alcoholic products by easing 
liquor control standards 

Currently, the Liquor 
Control Code mandates con- 
venience stores and gas sta- 
tions to maintain an invento- 
ty of $250,000 or more — 
excluding gas or alcoholic 
beverages — to be eligible 
for a liquor license. 

According to the office, 
such a requirement places an 
unnecessary burden on such 
operations, and the advisory 
committee recommended 
lowering the inventory 
requirements to $50,000. 

Under the proposal, the 
stores affected would be able 
to sell only beer and wine, 
not hard liquor. 

Hendges said the frame- 
work of alcohol regulation is 
outdated and could use a 
revamp lo encourage more 
business activity and provide

“It’s an area where the 
basic regulatory framework 
dates from 1933 — it’s very 
complex and not really suit- 
ed to the modern market- 
place in many respects,” he 
said. “The committee deter- 
mined the mere presence of 
gas pumps didn’t cause any 
great risk or problems than 
for a store that did not have 
them.” 

Any stores that apply for 
licenses under the proposed 
change would still be subject 
to the same standards as 
other retailers selling alco- 
hol, he said 

While the proposed 
change may be good for 
some businesses, representa- 
tives of some family-owned 


liquor operations say they 


are concerned it would hurt 
local communities. Some 
owners addressed the com- 
mission at its recent public 
hearing to voice such con- 
cerns. 

Mike Lashbrook, presi- 
dent of the Michigan Beer 
and Wine Wholesalers 
Association, said the current 
system creates an atmos- 
phere where independent 
retailers, distributors and 
brewers can thrive.

Changing that system could 
upset the balance and cost 
communities jobs and vari- 
ety, he said. 

“In the state of Michigan, 
the system lets the small 
guys compete whether it’s at 
the retail, distribution or 
manufacturing level,” 
Lashbrook said. “If you 
change it, it’s going to allow 
mega-suppliers and brewers 
to start essentially buying the 
system.” 

Lashbrook also said the 
association is concerned law 
enforcement agencies could 
have more difficulties regu- 
lating alcohol in conve, 
nience stores and gas sta- 
tions to keep the public safe, 

“Tt’s a unique substance — 
it needs to be regulated at a 
higher standard than a box of 
cornflakes or a bag of potato 
chips,” he said. “Public 
health and safety should be 
the highest priority. 

The commission has not 
made a final decision, said 
Andrea Miller, its press con- 
tact. , 

Hendges said any changes 
are a long way away because 
the process is just beginning, 
and any substantial modifi- 
cations would have to go 
through the Legislature.

Service of 
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Dispute resolution program 
for water depletion pushed

LANSING — 
Agricultural industries and 
well owners throughout 
Michigan both rely on the 
groundwater flowing deep 
beneath the earth. 

In some cases, reservoir 
depletion can render smaller 
wells useless —- unsurpris- 
ingly, disputes result. 

The problem is not new, 
legislators and representa- 
tives of rural industries say, 
but as agriculture expands, 
conflicts are expected to 
become more prevalent. 

Both sides say solutions 
can come from some kind of 
state-sponsored mediation 
program, but time is running 
out to reinstate such a pro- 
gram in place this year. 

Budget constraints and a 
belief that existing legal 
solutions to the disputes are 
sufficient nixed an aquifer 
protection program that was 
in place from 2003 to 2009, 
said Maggie Datema, direc- 
tor of the office of legisla- 
tive affairs at — the 


Department of 
Environmental Quality 
(DEQ). 


The program, put in place 
to assist property owners 
who believed their wells and 
groundwater levels were 
harmed by neighboring 
water use, ran through DEQ 
and resolved most cases 
brought before a civil suit 
was deemed necessary, 
Datema said. 

The department has 
received about 107 com- 
plaints since the program 
ended, Datema said, and 
only 53 were resolved out of 
court. 

Rep. Kurt Damrow, R- 
Elkton, told the House 
Natural Resources, Tourism 
and Outdoor Recreation 
Committee that the defunct 
program offered benefits for 
all involved in groundwater 
disputes and is necessary for 
agricultural industries. 

“This is something that 
worked. It worked extreme- 
ly well, and we need it,” he 
said. 

Alternative mediation tac- 
tics are increasingly com- 
mon throughout the country 
as viable options for dispute 
resolution, said Doug Wan 


Epps, director of ihe Office 


te as, 
Yee ee 


of Dispute Resolution at the 
Michigan Supreme Court. 

In Michigan, agricultural 
disputes generally come up 
most often in the west and 
northeastern areas of the 
Lower Peninsula, he said. 

Particularly with land and 
natural resource disagree- 
ments, Van Epps said 
involving a mediator or 
implementing a specific 
program could help to make 
sure all interested parties — 
not just the landowners — 
are comfortable with the 
outcome. 

“When you're talking 
about groundwater, you’ve 
got people other than just 
the neighbors with an inter- 
est in this issue,’ Van Epps 
said. “Local and state offi- 
cials manage groundwater 
issues as well, and it’s key 
to involve them in the 
process.” 

Sen. John Moolenaar, R- 
Midland, proposed legisla- 
tion to reinstall the program 
earlier this year. The mea- 
sure passed unanimously in 
the Senate in November, but

has not passed the House 
and is in danger of falling 
through the cracks in the 
lame duck session. 

The problem will contin- 
ue to grow if an effective 
means of settling disputes is 
not implemented, © said 
Department of Agriculture 
and Rural Development 
Director Clover Adams. 

As the agriculture indus- 
try in Michigan continues to 
expand north, more farmers 
of crops such as potatoes 
will require water for irriga- 
tion, Adams said 

Other farmers are imple- 
menting irrigation as insur- 
ance in the wake of recent 
crop failures and damaging 
weather patterns, and 
Adams said residents with 
wells should have a means 
of communication with 
nearby farmers should their 
groundwater use cause dis- 
agreements, 

“We have some concerns, 
but the agricultural commu- 
nity is going to be on the 
front line with support of 
this program,” she said. “We 
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need to balance the needs of 
agriculture with the needs of 
rural citizens — protect our 
rural residents and protect 
what’s needed to feed the 
general population.”
